University Enhances Upward 


Mobility of Staff 


The following article is a copy 
of the speech delivered by L.C. 
Leitch, Vice-President (Finance 
and Administration) on the 
occasion of the formal inaugura- 
tion of the stairway connecting 
the second floor of the Students’ 
Union Building to the Office of 
Personnel Services and Staff 
Relations on the third floor of 
that building. The inauguration 
took place last Thursday, 

14 February 1980. 


This ceremony may not rank with 
the founding of The University of 
Alberta in 1906; the opening of 
the first University building, 
Athabasca Hall; or even the 
opening of this building [SUB] 

in 1967—but it’s right up there! 

In addition to it’s being St. 
Valentine’s Day, 14 February 
1980 will go down in history as 
the day that the Office of 
Personnel Services and Staff 
Relations at The University of 
Alberta—one of the finest of its 
kind anywhere—was discovered 
alive and well in the Students’ 
Union Building. 

Oh! There had been rumors 
that it really existed, and even 
one or two people claim to have 
seen it. One individual swore that 
he saw it clearly for a few 
seconds when the elevator door 
opened by mistake—but his story 
was largely discounted when it 
came out that he was coming 
down from the Room At The 
Top. Another enterprising chap 
lowered himself by rope from 
the roof, but apparently was 
frustrated from getting in by the 
fact that the windows were 
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permanently sealed. 

In any event, the legend is now 
confirmed—there is an Office of 
Personnel Services and Staff 
Relations—and from now on it 
can be reached by climbing the 
stairs to the third floor. 

It is interesting to note, how- 
ever, that the Director, obviously 
anticipating the event and not 
wanting to mingle with the 
masses, some time ago moved 
himself and some of his hench- 
men to the fifth floor, which is 
not accessible by stairs to the 
public. I understand that he can 
still be seen though—with a mop 
and in rubber boots when the 
monsoons hit. 

I take great pleasure in 
declaring this stairwell officially 
open.

The regular monthly meeting of 
GFC was held on 11 February 
1980. In addition to the sad 
announcement of Dr. Van Petten’s 
passing, the following topics 

were considered by Council. 


Engineering Work-Study 
Program 

Under “Business Arising”, Council 
approved a proposal by the 
Faculty of Engineering concerning 
a cooperative education program. 
The objective of the program is 

to provide an opportunity for 
senior engineering students to 
obtain industrial experience that 
will complement their academic 


studies. The program will only be 
available to students who have 
successfully completed all 
second-year level course require- 
ments. It will be provided con- 
currently with the existing 
traditional academic program, 
with students having the option 
of moving into the program or 
staying in the traditional academic 
program at the end of the fourth 
term. 


According to the Faculty, 
academic credit could be granted 
in lieu of course work for senior 
design and experimental projects 
successfully completed during a 
work experience. Students will 


work in industry for a total of 
twenty months (two eight-month 
periods and one four-month 
period). 

The Faculty believes that, by 
paralleling the cooperative pro- 
gram with the current academic pro- 
gram, a better use of University 
facilities will be made. For 
example, more core courses will 
be offered in each of the acad- 
demic terms and the load of the 
students can be diffused. Also, 
large laboratory sections could be 
reduced. More students could be 
admitted to the Faculty thus 
lowering the unit cost of operation. 
Given the increased liaison with 
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industry, it is conceivable that 
more research and development 
projects will be pursued and that 
the University, industry, and the 
community at large will be 
aligned more closely with the 
beneficial result that each will 
better understand the goals and 
objectives of the other. 

If funding can be approved 
quickly, the Faculty anticipates 
that the program will begin in 
September 1980. 


Student Quotas 

Council endorsed a report sub- 
mitted by a three-member sub- 
committee of the University 
Planning Committee (UPC) on 
the rationale, criteria for 

numbers and procedure for the 
establishment of student quotas. 
Included in the fifteen-page report 
were the following recommenda- 
tions regarding present quota 
faculties: 

1. That these faculties submit, 
annually to the Academic Develop- 
ment Committee (ADC), pro- 
posals concerning quota size. The 
submission would include a 
justification for the proposed level 
of student intake and a statement 
of the relative importance of 

each of the following: the goal 

of a “well-balanced” university, 
the University’s limited resources, 
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the goal of high quality education, 
and market demand. 

Other inclusions would be 
reasons for the increase or 
decrease, if any, in the level of 
student intake relative to the most 
recently approved quota size and 
a brief statement of the basic 
requirements for a ten percent 
increase in quota size. 

2. That ADC, following consul- 
tation, if necessary, with the 
faculty concerned, forward its 
recommendation to UPC. The 
latter would then forward its 
report, along with that of ADC, 
to the Board of Governors. 

3. That faculties undertake a 
quinquennial review of quotas, 
under the direction of ADC. Said 
review is designed to determine 
the continued need for a quota, 
provide a detailed justification for 
quota size in terms of existing 
human, physical and financial 
resources, look at those changes in 
educational technology which 
could modify quota size, and state 
the essential requirements for a 
ten percent and twenty-five 
percent increase, respectively, in 
quota size. ADC will strike 
guidelines for these reviews. 

4. That Faculty applications for 
special government funding to 
expand and/or improve the quality 
of existing quota programs be 
processed through ADC, UPC 
and the Board of Governors, in 
that order. 

The sub-committee said that, 
while the final authority for the 
imposition of academic quotas 
rests with the Board, GFC, having 
responsibility for the academic 
affairs of the University, should 
have a say in applications involv- 
ing limitations on enrolment. In 
this light, it was recommended 
that: 

1. The Faculty concerned will! 
submit its application for a 
quota to ADC, such application 
to include a statement of reasons 
for the request, a detailed state- 
ment of the relative importance of 
relevant aspects of available 
human, physical and financial 
resources in arriving at a quota 
size, a statement on market 
demand and sources of supply of 
graduates in that field in Alberta 
and Canada, a statement of 


admission standards to be applied 
in the first and subsequent years 
of the program, and the likely 
effects of the proposed quota on 
other academic units at the 
University. 
2. Following discussion with the 
Faculty concerned, ADC will 
present its recommendation to 
UPC which will then forward its 
report, along with that of ADC, 
to GFC. 
3. GFC will forward its recom- 
mendation to the Board for a 
final decision. 

At the present time there are 
quotas in fourteen Faculties and 
programs at the University. 


Writing Competence

Program GOLD 


A General Orientation to 
Leaning Disabilities (GOLD) is an 
evening and weekend lecture 
series designed to introduce and 
help clarify many topics related 
to learning disabilities. The 
content of the program will be 
appropriate for parents of 
children with learning disabilities, 
regular classroom teachers, and 
for anyone who wishes to know 
more about such problems. 

The program will review 
definitions and various types of 
learning disabilities, medical and 
perceptual factors, specific reading 
problems and various remedial 
methods, the effects on the 
family, direct instructional 
methods, and many other aspects. 
The lectures, films, and 
discussions will be orientated 
toward a practical understanding 
and practical techniques for use 


getting the benefit of numerous 
comments from its membership, 
approved but one recommenda- 
tion, to wit, that there be uni- 
versal testing of all entering 
students. The other recommenda- 
tions, including one that a single 
remedial writing program be 
available to all students and 
another that an independent 
writing centre be established, 
were returned, along with the 
supporting materials, to the 
Wwcc.

Looking 
at the attendant factors of time, 
money, teaching expertise, the 
true purpose of the University, 
etc., that would seem to be a 
formidable task.

G. R. Van Petten, 1936-1980 


An air of sadness surrounded the 
GFC meeting of 11 February. 
Prior to moving to the business 
reported in this Folio, 

the Chairman reported with 
regret the death of Dean Garry 
Van Petten on Monday, 11 
February 1980. G.E. Myers, of 
the Faculty of Pharmacy and 
Pharmaceutical Sciences, read 
the following tribute to Dean Van 
Petten: 


“Dean Garry Van Petten, aged 43, 
passed away suddenly at 5 a.m. 
this morning (11 February 1980). 
Dean Van Petten was born in 
Camrose, Alberta and graduated 
from the Faculty of Pharmacy at 
The University of Alberta in 1957. 
He received the MSc in Pharm- 
acology from The University of 
. Alberta in 1959 and the PhD 
from the University of Glasgow 


in 1962. 

Prior to his appointment as 
Dean of the Faculty of Pharmacy 
at The University of Alberta, 
Garry held academic positions at 


the Ontario Veterinary College, 
Guelph, Queen’s University, 
Kingston, and in the Faculty of 
Medicine, University of Calgary. 

Garry Van Petten was inter- 
nationally recognized as an out- 
standing research scientist in the 
area of “Fetal pharmacology and 
toxicology” and has published 
widely. He received a Squibb 
Fellowship in 1959 and the Harry 
Gold Award for excellence in 
publication in Clinical Pharma- 
cology in 1972. A member of 
numerous scientific associations, 
he was elected President of the 
Pharmacological Society of 
Canada in 1979 for a two year 
term. 

Although his tenure as Dean 
of the Faculty of Pharmacy and 
Pharmaceutical Sciences of the 
University of Alberta was 


extremely short, the fruits of his 
labor are already becoming 
evident. 

A tireless worker, a capable 
and considerate administrator, an 
enthusiastic teacher and re- 
searcher, he will be sorely missed 
by all who knew him as an 
associate and friend. 

Dr. Van Petten is survived by 
his wife, Betty, and three boys, 
(Stewart (17), Deane (12) and 
Wayne (9). Faculty, associates 
and friends extend our deepest 
sympathy to Betty, Stewart, 
Deane and Wayne in this time 
of sorrow.” 

The Chairman extended the 
condolences of Council to Dean 
Van Petten’s wife and children. 
Members joined the Chairman in 
a minute of silence in memory 
of Dean Van Petten. 0 


Water Unfit For Machines 


Although repeatedly assured that 
the domestic water supply of our 
city is entirely safe for human 
consumption, one sometimes 
wonders. Judging from the amount 
of, and the unsightliness of 
residue distillers extract from our 
water supply, it is not surprising 
that more than a few chemists 
have sworn off the city’s water 
for the purpose of laboratory 
work. 

Because of a number of 
complaints over the past few 
years, Physical Plant has been 
closely monitoring the quality of 
the domestic water the campus 
receives from the city. In par- 
ticular, the considerable problems 
the city experienced last spring, 
caused a revitalized concern 
for the amount and type of 
impurities domestic water contains. 

These two factors fluctuate a 
considerable amount from season 
to season, and often from week 
to week. During the month of 
February each year, a large 
amount of mineral precipitates are 
common. In the spring season the 
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One of two giant demineralizers located in the South Power Plant. 
Ions and cations are filtered separately, negative particles by one unit 


and positive particles by the other. 


mineral content remains high, but 
there is a shift from precipitates 
to suspended particles. As for 

the odor and discoloration of the 
city’s water last spring, it has been 
suggested by off-campus author- 
ities, that a cross-over between 
sewer lines due to ageing pipe is 


the problem. Where the ruptured 
pipes might be, is unknown. 

Just about every laboratory or 
department that uses water for 
scientific purposes is affected by 
the water supply problem. For a 
variety of reasons, domestic water 
as received from the city cannot 


be used for laboratory work. The 
minerals carried in the water can 
react or influence chemistry, cause 
equipment to shift out of cali- 
bration, or cause a build-up 

of scale. 

Edmonton draws its water 
from the North Saskatchewan 
River and uses soda-lime softening, 
filtration, and pre- and post- 
chlorination for treatment. 
Normally, the river water tends 
to have calcium carbonate scale- 
forming agents, having the 
desirable effect of preventing 
corrosion in metal piping. 

The average mineral content of 
domestic water after treatment by 
the city contains: 

7 milligrams per litre sodium; 

1 milligram per litre potassium; 
35-50 milligrams per litre calcium; 
6-15 milligrams per litre 
magnesium; 

30-55 milligrams per litre sulfates; 
less than 1 milligram per litre 
chlorides; and 

120 milligrams per litre bi- 
carbonates 

traces of organic carbon (less 
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than 1 milligram per litre) 

The total hardness of the water 
varies with the time of year from 
35 milligrams per litre to 160 
milligrams per litre. 

Physical Plant is involved with 
two types of water treatment to 
remove these minerals from the 
domestic water supply. Demineral- 
ization or deionization removes 
ions and cations (negative and 
positive charged particles) from 
the water, leaving it relatively 
pure. The electrical conductivity 
of the water at this stage is two 
micro-mhos. Occasionally, traces 
of minerals remain in the water 
due to leakage or the clinging 
tendency of the charged particles. 

Physical Plant operates a 400 
gallon per minute demineralizer 
in the South Power Plant. The 
water processed here is largely 
used for heating boilers and to 
supply the Medical Sciences 
Building and Hospital. 

Distilled water is considered to 
be totally pure. However, traces 


of minerals are picked up by the 
water when it is piped through 
any type of piping, whether it be 
glass, stainless steel, aluminium or 
plastic. Most departments requir- 
ing distilled water have their 

own distillation equipment. 
Individual units can vary from as 
low as two gallons per hour to 
200 gallons per hour. The price 
of the units can be quite high. An 
average size unit of sixty gallons 
per hour can cost as much as 
$29,000. 

Although sensitive scientific 
equipment can be adversely 
affected by domestic water 
supplies, no one can be certain 
what, if any, effects the same 
water might have on human 
health. Rumors occasionally sug- 
gest that the compounds carried 
by domestic water do affect 
health adversely. However, as 
in the case of cancer, researchers 
have been unable to establish a 
fool proof link between cause 
and disease. 1] 


Ten Years of Change

A 
three bedroom bungalow in 
Windsor Park was listed at the 
nearest offer to $38,000. Current

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issues of Folio indicate that 
salaries increased 172 percent to 
$764-$912 for a Clerk Typist II, 
146 percent to $883.20-$1,065.78 
for a Library Assistant I, and 152 
percent to $1,623.42-$2,021.59 
for a Programmer/Analyst III. A 
three bedroom bungalow in 
Windsor Park jumped by 265 
percent to $138,900. If this is any 
indication of the economy in 
general, you could say that wages 
are not keeping pace with 

prices! 


US Citizens Urged to Vote 


United States citizens resident in 
this province are urged by their 
Consul to exercise their electoral 
responsibilities in 1980. 

According to information 
supplied by the Consul, Luciano 
Mangiafico, the Overseas Citizens 
Voting Rights Act guarantees US 
citizens, whether or not they are 
affiliated with the United States 
government, the right to vote in 
federal elections, the “primaries,” 
and general and special elections 
for a President, Vice-President, 
their Senators, and their Repre- 
sentatives to Congress. In addition, 
many states have enacted their 
own legislation allowing citizens 
abroad to vote by absentee 
ballot in other, local elections. 

In order to vote in either 
federal or state elections in most 
states, a citizen abroad must 
register in the state of his “voting 
residence,” i.e. that state in which 
the citizen would consider 
himself to reside (if a member 
of the armed forces or merchant 
marine) or the state in which he 
was resident immediately prior 
to leaving the country (in the case 
of government representatives and 
private citizens). 


To exercise one’s vote, it is 
advisable to start the process as 
early as possible. The process is 
not too complicated, but it does 
entail a citizen’s contact with 
his embassy or consulate general 
—in Alberta, the consulate general 
in Calgary—in order to obtain a 
“Federal Post Card Application” 
(FPCA). Proof of citizenship will 
be required. 

For the faint-hearted citizen 
who is concerned about liability 
to taxation, there is some assur- 
ance in the new Overseas Citizens 
Voting Rights Act. Registration 
to vote and voting itself for 
federal officials will not affect the 
determination of domicile for 
taxation purposes at the federal, 
state, or local levels.

Omission from the 14 February 
Folio Supplement. 
Under the subtitle History, the 
two paragraphs below were 
omitted from the end of that 
section. Please cut out and append 
to your copy of the supplement. 
Originally, though ADC, UPC, 
Deans’ Council and GFC Execu- 
tive all endorsed the need for 
systematic and on-going program 
reviews, GFC itself resolved to 
postpone final decision until terms 
of reference for such reviews 
were forthcoming. The Board, 
however, could not agree to any 
delay in GFC’s readying a 
detailed proposal. Early action 
was therefore called for on the 
part of the Academic Develop- 
ment Committee, which GFC had 


designated as the appropriate 
body—in collaboration with 
Deans’ Council and in consultation 
with others in the University 
community—to draft terms of 
reference, which would then be 
filed with GFC. 


In the event, there was indeed 
delay, occasioned in part by the 
summer vacancy in the Office of 
Vice-President (Academic). 
During the course of November 
and December, however, a Com- 
mittee with representation from 
ADC and Deans’ Council has, as 
instructed, worked out terms of 
reference for a “system of 
reviews or evaluations of 
academic programs” and has 
consulted others in the University 
community.

Editor’s response 

To these two correspondents, and to all those people who read Folio, 
it is necessary to give some explanation and to offer some defence 
for our practice. 

Firstly, it appears that not everyone is aware that our nominal 
publication day is Thursday or that we have set deadlines for the 
submission of copy to the Office of Community Relations. (Such 
deadlines, of course, appear in each issue of the University bulletin.) 
When contributors send us late copy, and insist that it be included in 
the very next issue of Folio (for whatever reason), we attempt to 


accommodate them. Occasionally, this late submission of material is one 


cause of a delay in distribution. Secondly, those people who assemble 


Folio are very few indeed and they have a wide number of tasks assigned 


to them. Nevertheless, they do everything in their power to attempt a 
prompt delivery of the bulletin. In this respect, they are supported by 
the unflagging efforts of employees in the Department of Printing 
Services, for which they are very grateful—the University community 
should be equally grateful. 

Now, I must state that members of the Office of Community 
Relations are as frustrated as Folio’s readers in the matter of late 
delivery. It gives us no joy. Most departments of the University, 
however, are subject to restraints related to finance and to the hiring of 
personnel and these are of the utmost severity. Simply put, it is not 
possible, under current circumstances, to find an easy solution to what 
appears to me to be an intricate problems. Thus, the solution proposed 
by Dr. Marahrens (“you should distribute Folio earlier, at least one full 
day in advance of the events”) is not realistic, for the simple reason 
that it is utterly impossible to remove one full (or even half) day from 
Folio’s weekly production schedule. 

How then, do we attempt to circumvent the problem of late delivery 
and all its attendant misery? Essentially, whenever material is submitted 
early enough, it has been our practice to advertise each coming event 
in two successive issues. The Faculty of Arts lecture cited by 


Dr. Marahrens, at which attendance appears to have been a “disaster,” 
took place on 7 February, that is on Thursday the nominal day of 
publication. But the lecture was not merely advertised in that specific 
issue of Folio; it was advertised first in the 31 January edition. To 
imply that the lecture’s disastrous reception is the fault of late delivery 
of Folio is, therefore, quite unjust. Evidently, potential auditors were 
not attracted to the Jecture and for entirely different reasons. 

Mr. Hudson has been kind enough to enumerate events that had 
taken place by the time he received the 24 January 1980 Folio, through 
the normal channels of the Canadian postal service. To be fair, he 
also suggested in his letter that we might send Folio to him at an 
appropriate address on campus through the University’s internal mail 
system. This has now been arranged, and I hope that his frustration 
will decrease accordingly. 

Another point: Dr. Marahrens suggests that it is futile to announce 
past events and I agree with him. In fact, we do not make it a practice 
to publicize past events. The only reason we flagellate ourselves with 
these sorts of complaint is that there are people—perhaps as few as they 
are fortunate—who do receive their copies of Folio on Thursday. 

It would be a pity if we were to disappoint these lucky people merely 
to give our magazine the appearance of good management rather than 
the reality. 

Finally, I thank Folio’s readers for their forebearance. We receive 
a number of complaints each month and very few compliments. We are 
all grateful for these complaints, for they mean that our efforts are 
not wasted and that there are people who read one of the best, and 
most cheaply produced University magazines in Canada.

2. An important criterion for 
supporting scientific projects will 
be the industrial development and 


commercial application of the 
proposed research to products, 
processes or devices. 


3. Expenses eligible for grant con- 
sideration include salaries for 
staff and technicians, equipment, 
supplies, materials and overhead.
